righo Donati, (0n to Lorenz,o Donatt , one of the 
chief of rhat Family , was the firſt thar felt the 
fury of this difference by the loſs of his life, 
which was roo ſoon revenged upon Gievann 
Schiarra,a youth in whom all Nobleneſs flow'd, 
but of roo render years to be made a concern in 
this bloody difference, who being ſer upon by 
three of the oppoſite Family, chaugh he bravely 
defended himſelf, being overpowred, was made 
a ſacrifice to their revenge, This baſeneſs ex- 
ffeamly heightned the difference, yer ic made 
ſomewhar well for the Sch:arr:, who gained 
thereby the friendſhip of almoſt the whole 
City, for they generally condemned rhe Donar: 
for commitring ſo hornd and unworthy a mur- 
ther , upon the perſon of one ſo young and ren- 
der, that he ſcarce yer knew the handling of of - 
ſenfive Arms ; in ſum, ſcarce a day paſled but 
either wounds or deachs given or taken ; yet my 
Schiarra and I paſſed unaffrenced, which pro=- 
ceeded not from any want of malice in the Do-

onurCamp. The Sun had abour-two houres de- 


cligedrowards the Weſtern Horizon, whenour' 
whole Army , confilting of aboyr fiyexhouſand 


horſe, and twelve thouſand foot advanced, and 
ſomewhat before ſunſet, faced the Duke of Fer- 
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rer4's Camp , who with abour the ſame nomberſſic! 
of horſe and foot , had ſeared himſelf with theirfſhat 
backs dire&tly oppoling the morning ſun. 

"Twas firange that two fo great Armiegattt 
ſhould lie ſo'cloſe together with (© lictle noiſe, 
neither being guilty of the leaſt excurſion dy-

ceeding day I could meer with neither man, or 
babication, nor yer wild beaſt; but more then the 
cedious of my travel, did the loſs of my dear Jo- 
ſa afftit me, though I iuffered all che incon» 
ventencies of thirſt and hunger, yet was my 
mind more tormented for her death (for ſo I 
| ſuppoſed ir, ) chen my body for want of neceſ- 
faries: ar 1cngrb urterty wearied Tlid my ſelf 
down upon the ground. when by an Eccho through 
the hollow veins cf the earch, Imighr hear 
ſtrange and confuſed noyſes, this made me yet 
more attenrively liten, when ar fengrth I derer- 
mined ir to be the ſound of marrial inſtruments 
noc far diſtant , and ſomewhat revived hope co 
finde ſome rational creatures, for I had for many 
days converſed with no other then bealts of 
prey. I rouſed up my ſpirits, and clambring up 2

The nighc before the faral batrel , both Ars 
mies encamped within the reach of each others 
Artillery , which played furiouſly whilſt there 
appeared any twinkling of light , but nighr ha- 
ving covered the earth with ber black mancel, 
boch fides lay ill rill the morning-ſtar ſhowed 
them again in Arms, and after the Artiflery had 
for ſome time thundred our death and deſtrui- 
on, the rwo brothers advanged towards us in a 
oallanr Equipage ; 'nor did we receive them 
with'a reſolution any thing unequal co theirs,

Having ſer the King ſafe , and received from 
him innumerable chanks and promiſes of reward, 
I recurned again to the almoſt broken guards, 
and encouraging them the beſt Icould, come 
(ſaid I ro party who had ſeen me reſcue the King, 
and had there-upon proteſted to follow me 
whereſoever I would lead them,) ler us ferch 
this Traytor from among che midſt of his rebel- _ 
lious troops, I was gallantly ſeconded by about 
a hundred of rhem, who gave ſo reſolute a 
charge rhat ie ſoon made way throughrhoſe be- 
fore victorious troops, and came ro the place {- - 
where Xeriff was ; him guided by forcuneT fin- 
oled our, and ſoon brought him under the power 
of my {word , Heavens ! How did the oreat 
Mwl:ſheg embrace me when I preſented him ar 
his feer : As for him he cauſed his head to be 
Immediately cur off, and being ſer upon a lance 
to be carried up and down rhe Army, which 
ſrruck ſuch a terror into the Rebels, that they 
immediately rhrew down their Arms and yield- 
ed, or elſerruſted ro heir heels for their ſafery. 
Mwaley Hamer with three chouſand horſe eſcaped 
che fury of the field,and fled rowards theplains, 
bur ſocorally was the Army routed, char he bad

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I amaſhamed to tell you (Migiry Prince) 
thoſe obliging Expreiions, with which Mzlli- 
foes entertained me after the Bate! : he called 
me his Bztter Ger.:us, One fear from che PrO- 
pLert tO ailſt bis Right, the Soul of his Empaure, 
with many otier ſuch liraiige Ep cruites, 00 Fe- 
dious to reiate,:;ithal giv:ns me the Command 
of five thouſard Hor: , and deſiring me with 
all ſpeed poiuble, CO pUL ſuc tac Rebel! Muly Ha- 
met ; for you, ſaid +. » I know will rigs him 
back : I would willingly bave bin excuſed from 
this Empioyment, by reaſon of my being unac- 
quainted in the Countrey , but he told me he 
had provided me ſufficient guides. 

We overtook this unfortunate Prince on the 
utmoſt bounds of thoſe vaſt Plains of Mombaza, 
accompanied with nor above forty or fifty horſe 
at moſt , the reſt having either fallen into our 
hands, or deſerted him , and to procure their 
own ſafety , fled into the deſerts or by-ways : 

he no ſooner perceiving us purſuing him with

I could not but both pity and commend the 

reſolution of this generous Prince , and was 
ſtanding amazed at the Magnanimity and Gal- 
lantry of the Aﬀtion , when the whole body of 
Horſe came up,the chief Commanders of which 
adviſed me ro carry his body tothe King , to 
aſlurehim of his death , which I gave order ro 
be done : and che Mooriſh King having firſt 
embraced mezand given me a million of thanks, 
and withal put a very rich Jewel about my 
neck , ſeemed ſomewhat to lament his death, 
Siving order for his being buried like a Prince, 
which made me believe that he would have ſa- 
ved his life , the rather becauſe he was drawn 
intothis Rebellion , more by cunning Arrtifices 
of his brother , than by any inclination of his 
own. 
The Mi hry Mwlliſheg ſtrove ſtill ro load me 
with new Honors, making me often ride byhis 
left hand , and at our arival at Mamorah (whi- 
ther he went to keep Court , and to ſertle his 
Kingdom, which now enjoyed a firm Peace by 
the death of his two brothers) made me one of 
his Baſſa's, and of his .Privy-Counci!, often u- 
- fingto rell me , that at his Firth Gght of me he 
- bad perceived: in my countenaace ſomgy 
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more than ordinary. But all thoſe: Honors he 
conferred* upon me , were envied by old Muly 
Muſtapha, who preſuming upon his being Uncle 
eo the King , endeavored by all means poſlible 
eo bring me into ſome diſzrace. 

Bur the Kings favor to me our-laſted his life, 
.. for he died ſoon after,and ſtill rather increaſed 
'rhan decayed, till ſach time I was made. V ice- 
roy of Argters : for all the Circumſtances during
